STEWARDSHIP ’72.— a diocesan-wide 
campaign to raise $2 million for parish and 
diocesan needs — has started. It will end by Holy 
Week in Lent. 


Each parish will conduct its own campaign 
during the next weeks, under the direction of the 
pastor and volunteers, to raise its set target 
amount. 


All priests of the diocese were briefed last 
week at deanery meetings attended by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher, Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan 
chancellor, and Father William Cooney, 
diocesan coordinator for Stewardship ’72. 


OF THE $2 MILLION to be raised, parishes 
will benefit from $750,000 of it. The remaining 


_ funds will be allocated to education, seminary 


training and priests’ formation, and to Catholic 
Community Services. 


“The four counties of this diocese show great 
growth,” said Msgr. Eager to the priests. 
“There is progress throughout the whole area. It 


‘is important for us to realize the obligation we 


have in the Church, through the diocese, to keep 
up with this growth and meet its demands for 
services.” 


Bishop Maher said, ‘‘We cannot sit still and 
allow the development that is taking place all 
around us to overpower us. We must be part of 
that development, and.we must talk about 
realities, as Christ did.”’ 


HE SAID THE ONLY reason for the campaign 
is for the betterment of the Church in the diocese. 


Stewardship °72 recognizes the total and 


universal Church, and in so doing it challenges: 


the ‘‘total man”’ in his time, talent and treasure, 
the priests were told. 


The money raised by the campaign will be 
allocated as follows: 


Parishes: parishes will receive a 25 per cent 
rebate of all money collected out of the total 
target. If the target is exceeded the parish will 
receive 100 per cent of any excess .. $500,000. 


Parish loan fund: to provide low-interest loans 
to parishes .. $250.000.

Destroy Holy 


The headquarters newsletter of the Holy Name 
Society is pungent in its current appeal for more ac- 
tion from members. ‘‘Rules to destroy Holy Name 
Societies,” is the front page heading, and among the 
‘rules’ are: 


— Don’t come to meetings; if you do, come late. 
— Never accept office or chairmanship. 
— When not appointed, get angry. 


— If asked to contribute an opinion on an important 
matter say nothing — after the meeting tell everyone 
how things should be done. 


It’s a list many of us could compile, and not about 
the Holy Name Society alone. It’s the apathy which so 
many bring to their participation in any activity, 
except maybe televised football. 


Perhaps it is time the Holy Name and other societies 
took a hard, long look at themselves in the light of 
today’s Church in a changing world. What might have 
been just the things to keep the men active in their 
religion 30 or 40 years ago might be the contrary to 
many today — particularly young men. 


Many of the older societies and sodalities are feeling 
the cold winds of reduced membership and lack of 
interest. It is symptomatic of many things which have 
changed in our lives in the last half-century. 


The fraternal religious clubs like the Knights of 
Columbus which were founded as a Catholic alter- 
native to the Freemasons or the Elks or whatever, 
may have to find a new reason for existing. 


There is much good work to be done in the Church, 
or in the name of our Church. More work than ever, 
in fact, particularly with the greater accent on 
social justice in a world which is full of the con- 
tradictions of affluence and poverty. Whether the 
older forms of men’s and women’s societies meet 
the need is for them to decide. 


Destroy the Holy Name Society? Maybe it’s 
destroying itself. More’s the pity, because there’s 
work to be done. 


Liberty and justice for all? 


It’s all very strange, this question of liberty and 
justice. Jimmy Hoffa, convicted, big time labor boss, 
is paroled and released years early on the President’s 
order, to be home and free for Christmas. 


The San Diego newspaper for black readers Voice 
and Viewpoint editoralized that Angela Davis, after 
many months incarceration was not released for 
Christmas or ill-health, although the start of her trial 
is nowhere in sight. 


Then there is the case of Karen Ellison, 19, and 
Kelley Patton, 22, still languishing in a Georgia jail a 
year after arrest on robbery charges. Still awaiting 
trial, they are probably typical of many.

A cursory reading of the New Testament could give one the 
impression that all sickness was caused by diabolical in- 
fluence. In the following examples, however, we can see a 
distinction being made between simple sickness and Head 
caused or aggravated by unclean spirits: 


“He then came down with them and stopped at a piece of 
level ground where there was a large gathering of his 
disciples with a great crowd of people from all parts .. . who 
had come to hear him and to be cured of their diseases. 
People tormented by unclean spirits were also cured, and & 
everyone in the crowd was trying to touch him because power 
came out of him that cured them all.” (Luke 6:17+) 


Or again: ‘‘He had cured so many that all who were af- 
flicted in any way were crowding forward to touch him. And 
the unclean spirits, whenever they saw him, would fall down 
before him,” (Mark 3:10+) 


Finally: ‘“‘Those who were suffering from diseases and 
painful complaints of one kind or another, the possessed, 
epileptics, the paralyzed were all brought to him, and he 
cured them.’’ (Matthew 4:24) 


The cure of the epileptic i in Mark 9:14+ is an example of a 
real sickness that is at the least aggravated by an evil spirit. . 
In Mark 1:21+ there is another example of a man with 
convulsions. But the only cause evident in this case is the 
unclean spirit. 


It is interesting to note that Mark is. more concerned with

Cardinal Krol 
looks at Church, 
issues of ‘70s 


CARDINAL John Krol, elected president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops in 
November, was recently the guest of the NBC 
television network on a program entitled “The 
Church in the 70s.” 


He said his views of the direction of the U.S. 
Catholic Church were expressed in light of 
documents from the recent World Synod of 
Bishops in Rome. His opinions, nevertheless, 
provide some unusual answers for many 
questions which are common topics of discussion 


among Christians. 


In answer to a question on anti-war activists in 
the Church, the Philadelphia archbishop said 
that priests and nuns who run the risk of jail 
sentences for their involvement in social causes 
might be more effective if they tried other means 
to attain their objectives. 


BESIDES questioning the tactics of activists, 
Cardinal Krol commented on: 

— clergy in politics, 

— predictions about the death of Catholicism, 

— USS. involvement in Vietnam, 

— women priests, 

— priestly celibacy and 

— the role of the laity. 

QUESTIONED about the antiwar activities of 
the Fathers Berrigan, Cardinal Krol said the 
work of such priests ‘‘should not be considered 


. completely ineffective,’ but he indicated that 


they might have employed other means in their 


_ anti-war objectives. 


During the interview, he was asked about the 
political involvement of Father Robert F. 
Drinan, SJ, who is a Congressman from 
Massachusetts. 


The cardinal did not. specifically call for the 
priest’s resignation, as has been reported in 
some areas, but he explained the position of the 
recent synod of bishops with respect to political 
involvement of priests: 


“THE PRIEST is not to invade the com- 


petency of the laity,” he said. ‘‘He is not to enter 
partisan politics. He must not be an agent of a 
dividing faction.”’ 

Cardinal Krol conceded that there may be 
“rare, extreme, exceptional cases where you 
may have, say, a country or society where there 
are lacking laymen, educated and so on.’’ In 
such cases, involvement by priests should be in 
line with the Church’s mission and the priestly 
ministry and with the permission of the local 
bishop, he said. 


When asked if, in line with that teaching, 
Father Drinan should resign, the cardinal said 
“in the light of this teaching I would say that 
Father Drinan is in partisan politics. Yes.” 


IN HIS REMARKS about Vietnam and U.S. 
involvement there, the cardinal noted ‘‘as 
anxious as we are and should be to end this war, 
we can be no less anxious about the soldiers 
(POWs) who are being kept there practically 
incommunicado, in violation of all decency and 
all international agreements.”’ 


While declining to comment directly on the 
possibility of women priests, the cardinal said 
there is ‘‘nothing in Scripture for or against 
women priests.’’ But he added, “there is a living 
tradition within the Church, which is a guide.” 


With respect to clerical celibacy, he said the 
decision to maintain the practice was ream- 
plified at the 1971 Synod but acknowledged that 
“the door hasn’t been closed.’”’ Commenting 
further on the call for optional celibacy for 
priests, Cardinal Krol said: ‘‘When you talk 
about option, the option is made at the time of 
entry into the priesthood.”’ 


SOME OF THOSE who are advocating what 
they call optional celibacy are actually ad- 
vocating... “a bachelorhood with the option to 
marry at any time before or after ordination.”’ 


Lay involvement is necessary in any diocese, 
the prelate told the newsmen. ‘“‘It’s impossible 
for any bishop to run the Church without... 
being-sensitive to the needs of the people.’’ He 


added, however, that hearing the views of the 


laity is not the same as running the Church b 
consensus. : 


Commenting on the state of the Catholic 
Church in the U.S., Cardinal Krol asserted that 
‘the reported agony and death of the Church is 


_ premature. The Church has always been in 


trouble, yet it continues to survive and con- 
stantly increases in vigor and numbers.”’ 


CARDINAL KROL cited the turbulence caused 
by those who provide their own interpretation to 
Vatican II, noting that both extremes exist. On 
the one hand, he mentioned those with ‘‘spiritual 
sclerosis’’ who refuse to change, and on the other 
hand he cited those who ‘‘run wild with the ball, 
perhaps even to the wrong goal.” 
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Cardinal Krol 


“It’s the job of ( Church) leadership to prod the 
reluctant and restrain the ones who run wild,”’ he 
said. 


The cardinal described the ‘‘Jesus freaks”’ 
phenomenon as a ‘‘good thing” insofar as it 
reflects man’s inherent search for God. He 
pointed out that there will be superstitions and 
aberrations in the movement “‘until you get them 
all back to a reasoned belief in God.”’ 


ON FINANCIAL aid to parochial schools, the 
cardinal said the U. S. has not been:able to rise 
above bigotry ‘‘to resolve a problem that has 
been resolved in the civilized world outside of the 
Iron Curtain.”’ 


The GI Bill of Rights has provided aid to the 
student regardless of the school he attends, the 
prelate said. In other countries of the world, he 
added, all schools are subsidized, but aid to 
lower schools in the U.S. is constantly being th- 
warted. 


On sex education, Cardinal Krol said: ‘‘There 
is, particularly in view of the mass of inaccurate 
or bad information about sex, a need for sex 
education. However, always with reference to 
the primacy of responsibility of the parents... 
The school must work out a program that is 
agreeable with the parents.” -

Question: 
What is the preferred 
age for receiving the 
sacrament of con- 
firmation? 

In the early Church, 
baptism together with 
confirmation constituted the 
adult’s ritual entrance into 
the Christian community. 


In the Western or Roman 
Church, however, these two 
sacraments became 
separated primarily because 
the bishops refused to allow 
priests to administer con- 
firmation. 


Gradually, then, the 
bestowal of this sacrament 
was postponed until the 
candidate reached ‘‘the age 
of reason.’ 


Thus the Code of Canon 
Law directs (canon 1330) 
that pastors ‘‘at stated times 
every year, by continuous 
instruction over a period of 
many days, prepare the 


children for the - proper-- 


reception of the sacraments 
of penance and_ con- 
firmation.” 


Today, theologians rightly 
hold that the determination 
of the proper age for -con- 
firmation is subordinate to a 
more basic question: What is 
the meaning of this 
sacrament? 


There are two major 
opinions : 


a) Some theologians wish 
to rejoin baptism and con- 
firmation so that the latter is 
again seen as the “‘sealing”’ 
or “‘perfection’’ of baptism. 


Father Aidan Kavanagh, 
director of liturgical studies 
at the University of Notre 


Dame, writes in an un- 
published letter : 
“As you know, one

confirmation an ‘adult’ 
sacrament to be ad- 
ministered during the

This sort of thing is, I think, 
pastorally and theologically 
most questionable. “Given 
the almost total emphasis in 
the new rite for confirmation 
on the gift of the Spirit, what 
does giving the Spirit after 
two or three decades of 
Christian baptized living say 
about the very nature of 
Baptism itself? 


“Even more, what does it 
say about the implied ‘ab- 
sence’ of the Spirit 
throughout the whole of 
Christian living and 
sacramental engagement 
prior to the reception of this 
sacramental ‘gift of the 
Spirit’?”’ 


b) Other theologians — as 
the statement above implies 
— wish to see confirmation 
as a sacramental and public 
entrance into the adult 
Christian community. 


In this case, they feel, the 


twenties. or early . thirties: .-sacrament. should. be- ad- 


ministered only when the 
person is psychologically 
and spiritually ready for a 
public commitment. 


To summarize the 
problem: when baptism and 
confirmation are  ad- 
ministered together, there is 
no theological problem. But 
when they are separated, 
what is the meaning of 
confirmation? 


Some say that it bestows 
the Spirit — but didn’t this 
occur in baptism? Others 
speak of the person “‘bearing 
witness’’ or becoming a 
“soldier of Christ’? which 
seems to be somewhat 
ludicrous in the case of a 
seven-year-old child! 


Fortunately a great deal of » 
study is being given to ~ 
confirmation today and 
Southern Cross readers will 
be kept informed of 
progress.

Honesty best policy 


AS WOMEN WILL, we _ were 
talking .. about the importance of the 
child’s view of the many concepts we 
take for granted. 


A member of the Diocesan Pre- 
School workshop team mentioned the 
concern of several parents over ex- 
plaining the fact of death to small 
children. 


A baby dies and we calm his four- 
year-old brother with the explanation 
that God loved the baby and took him to 
heaven where he will live in perfect 
happiness — probably with baby angels 
to play with! 

BUT, THE FOUR-year-old reasons, 
we also loved him. We, too would live 
happily with him, and he would have 
‘‘me’’ to play with. Why did God take 
him away? Parents ask priests for the 
answer, they also ask nuns.. No one 
feels their is an adequate answer. 


Perhaps we don’t fully understand, 
ourselves, the ‘“‘why’’ of death. Why 
should a baby die when an incurable 
invalid longing for death continues to 
live? 

It seems such poor organization that 
death is not more selective! If 
population is to be pruned, should not 
the whole affair be more systematic, 
with the old and unproductive giving 
way to the young and potentially fruit- 
bearing? 

IT IS AN ACADEMIC argument. 
Death is not computer programmed. It 
cuts a swathe which seems to have no 
‘meaning, no reason. It is apparently 
without pattern, without plan. Yet we 
know it cannot be so. 


Life is given and taken by God — and 
there is nothing arbitrary about God. 
There is a time to be born, and a time to 
die, and God alone knows when or why. 


There is nothing terrible about death. 
It is an inevitable fact of life. The when, 
how and why may serve to point a 
lesson or a message to those who 
remain alive, for God brings all things 
to good. If we understand this, perhaps

we can bring our children to un- 
derstanding. 


THERE IS NO other way to face the 
death of one you love or the violent 
deaths of millions, than in acceptance 
of the fact that it is so. How we deal 
with the cause, or the climate, or the 
results of it, is another matter. 


Honesty and directness always pay 
dividends with children. More often 
than not we underestimate their 
capacity for acceptance. We incline to 
attribute our own fears and con- 


- ditioning to them, forgetting that they 


have no experience and _ little 
association of ideas to color their 
reactions. 


There is also a danger of over- 
sentimentalizing. Parents and teachers 
who paint an alluring picture of the 
beauty and happiness of a place called 
‘theaven’’ may—find unexpected off- 
shoots from the seed they plant. 


“IT DOESN’T matter,”’ retorted one 
little boy to his mother’s admonition 
not to run into the highway, ‘“‘if a car 
runs into me and I die, I’ll go to heaven 
and have-a lovely time.’’ ‘‘Oh,”’ says 
another, ‘‘heaven is so lovely I can’t 
wait. I’d like to make myself die.” 


We can dismiss it as childish fantasy, 
but there is a real danger in this at- 


titude.. Christianity is very much a >> - 


‘there and now’ religion and life deeply 
to be desired. 


A child will understand and accept 
the idea that each person has a special 
place in heaven. When this place is 
ready for him, God will call him to fill 
it. So we must live well and guard life 
carefully until God takes it back — in 
return for a new life with Him. 


A CHILD CAN accept that even 
babies must take their place when it is 
ready; it has a simple logical appeal. 


The honesty and simplicity of 


children is a perpetual rebuke to us. 


Perhaps if we could teach them on 
their own level we might learn from 
them what lies at the core of living. 


Gallup reveals 
church going 
declines in ‘71 


NEW YORK (RNS) 
Church attendance in the 
United States continued to 
decline in 1971, according to 
surveys taken by the Gallup 
Poll. 


On a typical week in 1971, 
the Gallup figures reveal, 57 
per cent of Catholics and 
37 per cent of Protestants 
attended church and 19 
per cent of Jews attended 
synagogue.

The over-all figure for the 
total population was 40 per 
cent. 


IN 1958, THE Gallup 
organization found that 49 
per cent of the population 
attended church on a typical 
week. The figure gradually 
dropped to 42 per cent in 
1970. 


ticularly dramatic among 
Catholics, the Gallup figures 
indicate, with a decline from 
71 per cent in 1964 to 57 per 
cent last year. 


In further breakdowns, the 
study showed that the 1971 
church attendance figures 
were 45 per cent for women 
and 35 per cent for men. 


COLLEGE AND high 
school educated Americans 
attended church in 40 per 
cent of the cases, while the 
figure for those having only 
grade school education was 
slightly higher — 41 per cent.

THE ONLY certainty about 
Christian theology for today should 
be ‘its ‘‘uncertainty or: ten- 
tativeness’” and its relevancy, a 
foremost Catholic theologian said in 
a diocesan-sponsored talk here. 


‘Today in Christian theology our 
attitude is exploratory,’’ said Father 
Eugene Burke of Catholic Univer- 
sity of America. 


The Paulist priest spoke on 
“Christian Theology for the Future”’ 
in Immaculata Chapel as part of the 
diocese’s adult education forum. 


HE HAS TAUGHT theology at the 
graduate level for more than 12 
years and is founder of the Catholic 
Theological Society of America and 
of the Society of the College of 
Sacred Doctrine. 


Catholic theology before the Second 


Vatican Council, he said, was a 
“science of conclusions... full of 
certitudes of the Baltimore 
Catechism or theological manuals. 


“Everything was proved either by 
the weight of authority or 
philosophical demonstration.” 


BUT TODAY, he continued, ‘‘we 
ask questions of each other and of 
our times. We don’t expect im- 
mediate answers. We don’t expect 
certain answers. We are trying out 
answers to see if they really do fit 
the facts.” 


Theologians, he said, must make 
sense out of today’s theology ‘‘in the 
light of the present situation.” He 
warned that Catholics will reject 
theology which does not ‘“‘speak to 
them in their time and place.” 


A vital and meaningful theology is 
responsive to, and partly con- 
ditioned by, people and events with 


which it exists, Father Burke con- 
tinued. 


THE THEOLOGIAN must show 
how the unchanging message of the 
Scriptures is relevant to the times 
while remaining loyal to tradition. 
In other words, he said, today’s 
theology grows out of the Bible, 
tradition and the needs of our times. 


“A theologian must be a man of 
tradition and stand on the growing 
edge of tradition,’ the priest said. 
“There is no such thing as being a 
theologian; there is only becoming a 
theologian.” 


Asserting” that theology should 
also be characterized by pluralism, 
Father Burke said, 


‘WHEN CHRISTIAN theology is 
at its most vital, there is always 
more than one theology and there 
may be a number of theologies quite 
distinct and quite disparate.” 
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‘Theology serves needs of the time’—Father Burke 


There cannot be ‘‘one single 
theology for everyone,’ he said 
otherwise theology would be in a 
frame isolated and irrelevant from 
real life. 


Father Burke suggested that 
diocesan bishops should appoint one 
or two full time theologians to be 
responsible for the development of 
timely theology for the people. 


HE ALSO CALLED for a theology 
with ‘ecumenical dimensions’ in 
view of the interreligious trend of 
recent years. 


“We have no choice,” he added, 
“The unity to which Christ calls us is 
most crucial.”’ 


He cited the increasing 
cooperation among theological 
seminaries of various Christian 
denominations in the formation of 
priests and ministers.
